There are also Indications that 
Britain wants to see the Oerman 
economy rebuilt only so far as It 
could not provide competition. 

The French want Oennan coal, 
but fear the military potential of 
revltallaed Oerman Industry.

Is a feeling 
with which all can sympathise, 
Commimlrta Cringe 

French leaders also cringe from 
the campaign which their commu- 
nist constituents would wage over 
tbe Issue, and fear that It would 
cripple their leadership In ImplC' 
mentlng the Marshall plan. 

But both Britain and France ore 
treading dangerous ground la per 
mlttlng politics to hiterfere toi 
strongly at this point. For them to 
Insist on the D. S. continuing to 
pour money into Germany without 
some hope of return would serious^ 
affect congress when It comes time 
to appropriate money for the Mar- 
shall plan.

\ HOW FREE IS ENTERPRISE? 

This is the land ol /ree opportunlly and 
private enterprise, sure enough. But our 
non-legal guess Is the Jimmy Petrlllo's threat 
to set up his American Federation oI Music- 
ians In the recording business is a llttlp 
too free and private even for the economic 
climate that nurtured the Horatio Alger 
legend. 

What Mr. PetrlUo hints at doing would 
force the present record manufacturers out 
o: business by monopolizing the services of 
all union musicians— which means the serv- 
ices of virtually all professional bands and 
orchestras and most of the Instrumental solo- 
I lata. It would force the union musicians to 
work for one recordlDB company If they 
wanted to malce records. 

Mr. Petrillo presented this new Idea to a 
congressional subcommittee with some reluc- 
tance. He said the AFM "would rather re- 
jnaln a labor union." But we believe that, If 
James C&esar could get court permission, it 
might be an instructive experience for him 
If be turned employer. 

It Is. Mr. Petrlllo's laudable ambition to 
glTf employment to all of the 216,000 mem- 
>er)?_clalmed by his union. (We think, 
tttougbi, that he should make it clear some- 
time that many of those members are part- 

fr ^tlme musicians who gain their principal 
\ livelihood from non-musical Jobs.) But while 
: the AFM president might be able to force the 
present recording companies out of business 
and compel his boys to work for him, he 
-couldn't coerce the public into buying all the 
xecords they turned out. 

Music, as art or business, Is highly com- 
petitive, Vet many, perhaps most, AFM 
locals do not require auditions or proficiency 
tests for membership. The skilled union 
membora rise to the top and the less skilled 
brothers remain below. There's nothing Mr. 
Petrillo can do about that. 

Ttms mass employment in music is hard to 
achieve, however Just and proper It is In 
jMtheoty. Mr. Petrillo can force a theater 
i manager to hire musicians he doesn't need, 
-T^ona't want and won't use. But he can't 
force the public to listen to music that is full 
of squeaks, clinkers and sour notes. 80 he 
has to use threats and maneuvers against 
the employers before he can make general 
-+-promIaea to the membership. 

' Mr, Petrillo has hurt hts men's cause by 
his defiant, dictatorial attitude and by hts 
own unfairness. In fact, he has hurt the 
cause of all labor. For his past performances 
certainly contributed to the public Indigna- 
tion which gave rise to laws restricting the 
power of unions. If he now goes ahead with 
hU proposal to solve the musicians' problems 
by creating a recording-making monopoly, 
jomebody is pretty sure to throw the book at 
him even harder. 



RECOVERY WITHOUT RUSSIA 
Not since the war has the world seen any- 
thing in the field of International relatlon-t 
like the Paris conference on European eco- 
nomic recovery. The conference began In a 
spirit of gravity, as well It might. But there 
was also evident a spirit of friendliness and n 
unanimity of purpose that have been ab.ient 
too long. 

The reason for this was clearly evident. 
Russia was not represented— Russia with her 
tactics of opposition, obstruction, delay and 
general troubic-maklng. Without a Soviet 
delegation, the Ifl governments pre.icnl were 
able to make a start at doing a Job which 
' they all agreed must bo done, 

Tlie conference Is not a truly European 
meeting without' Russia an.d hor natelllto.i. 
Considerable Industry and much agricultural 
land which are part of the European econ- 

fnlo picture do not figure In the Paris plans, 
it one could almost got a feeling of relief 
om reading reports of the conference. Ru.i- 
'sla had dropped the other shoe. Despite 
the serious aspect^ of her withdrawal, the air 
seemed clearer now that the throatened east- 
west split had become fact. 

The rest of the world got along pretty 
wftU without the Soviets in pre-10a4 days, 
and perhopfl it can again. There are dif- 
ferences, of course. Russia la poUticnlly 
stronger since the war. She has gathered a 
family of neighboring nations about her, by 
j fair means or foul, and up to now has boon 
able to dictate their international behavior. 
I Russia's ban on normal relations between 
I these Baltic and Balkan natlonn and their 
I non- communist neighbors win not assist 
ajirope'j recovery. Neither will the paralyala 
(If Germany, If it conUnuee much longer. At 
; the same time the Soviet union has acquired 
$Qmt economic responsibilities along with 
Ita political Buccessea, 
,. Russia Is economically weaker than in loao 
T«t ir she denliB her satellites aulstance 
' <n»m the United BUtei and the rest of 
Sturopa, she will have to make it up to them 
Of h«r own production. The new tive- 
|^1mbr,b^« ^«aty with OMOhoMovakla is an 
i^aililltlon of what Russia Intends to do — 
(mH.:prDRilalnf and delivering are two quite 
iMtMwnt ttatnu.

Hli defiant behaviour may lead 
key members of the house to lodge 
complaints against him with War 
Secretary Palterson and with the 
White House If his superiors do not 
dress him down. They charge that 
he violated all the rules and customs 
which bar a member of an executive 
department from trying to exercise 
undue Influence In legislative affairs. 




REWRITTEN — As army budget 
officer. It la Oeneral Richards as- 
signment to go before the house and senate appropri- 
ations groups and to Justify budgetary requests for 
funds for his service. But when he has voiced his 
plea, and supported it with facts and figures, he is 
supposed to withdraw to the sidelines. 

After a live months' study by members familiar 
with army needs. Including several who have visited 
military centers here and abroad, the house com- 
mittee eliminated approximately (000,000,000, or one- 
sixth of the amount by which the OOP leadership 
seeks to reduce the White House budget. 

Rep. Albert J. Engle, Mich.. sut>commlttce chairman, 
wrote a tentative draft of his report for presentation 
to the full appropriations committee. When It was 
returned to him, he found that It hod been completely 
rewritten, and he holds Oeneral Richards responsible. 

The officer did not dare lo revise the appropriations, 
figues, but he had cut out all criticism of army ex- 
travagance and Inefficiency. He had Inserted words 
of praise that were never voiced by anybody except 
himself and his associates. 

IRREGULAR—Ocncral Richards' behaviour on the 
senate side was even more Irregular. Here he had 
an extremely cooperative friend In Sen. Chan Oumey. 
a. D.. who doubles Bs chairman of the ormcd aervlces 
committee and of the appropriations subcommittee 
with Jurisdiction over military finances. 

The two men alone revised the house measure to put 
bacic every cent which had been taken out at the 
western end of the cnpltol. There had not not been 
sufficient time for Mr. Ourney to make a detailed 
study of the lower chamber's economy operations, but 
with Oeneral Richards at his elbow, he did not need 
to. At this moment there walked In three other mem- 
bers of the Ourney But>commlttee. 

VIOLATION— The three senators— Styles Bridges, 
N. H., chairman of the appropriations committee. 
Homer Ferguson, Ulch., and C. Wayland Brooks, ID.— 
were shocked at this violation of procedure. They 
quickly ordered Oeneral Richards to step aside, and 
not to Interfere. Said Mr. Bridges:. 

"I will not even call a meeting of the full commltteo 
to consider any measure written In this manner." 

The Rlchards-Oumey figure, however, was accepted 
by the Bridges committee and by the senate. The next 
chapter In the struggle against army domination over 
legislation will be fought out In the house-senate 
conference committee. 

ARR 00 ANT— Many members of house and senate 
appropriations ctftrtmlttee.^ Insist that certain army, 
and navy officers have shown no desire to cooperate 
In moves to reduce armament costs by economies 
which Tfould not Jeopardize national securlly In the 
sllghtesL They are pictured as more arrogant and 
defiant of civilian government than some were dur- 
ing the war. 

Having had fling and freedom during the crisis, they 
apparently find It almost Impossible to return to a 
peacetime state of mind. According to the MC's. they 
have padded their figures, concealed unobligated funds 
holding over from post years and tried to throw dust 
in the eyes of the economizers. 

In fact, an army personnel orilccr who fought 
against reductions In his budget Is quoted ns having 
described hts appearance before the house appropri- 
ations group In these words: 

'■We didn't convince them, but we sure did con- 
fuse themi"

July a: "You carry stones [or the 
erection of my temple." 

Horch. the sucker who put up 
most of the money for the big 20- 
story jo.^'i-housc on Riverside drive, 
later had a suspicion that the order 
to caiTy stones for the temple and 
several similar lines running 
through the message were kidding 
on the level. 

Let's skip Uie dates. They mean 
nothing, anyhow.

The 
creator's manifestations should not 
terrify tho warriors but should wing 
them on. Forge thy arrows. I am 
sending love."

"My children, thou art unaware 
of tho battle which rages around 
thee. Secretly and openly tho dark 
forces are fighting.

Approximately 90,000 of Palestine's 
Jews remained under a British-Im- 
posed dawn-to-dusk hou.se arrest, 
but little hope ot peace was In sight. 
Irgun Zval Lcuml, Jewish under- 
ground organization, appealed to 
members ot the two other under- 
ground groups, Hagana and the 
Stern gang, to Join In Its offensive 
against British rule.
